Wednesday and still are holding 
Dodd as a hostage. 

The other officer managed to 
escape, but Gen. Dodd was 
dragged inside the Red prison- 
ers’ stockade. The other offi- 
cer’s name was not available. 

Koje Island has been the scene 
of two violent prison disorders 
this year. : 

Dodd, who was deputy chief of 
staff of the United States Eighth 
Army, took command at Koje 
after the February riat.

And we will 
accept nothing less than these 
recommendations.” 

Murray was here for a meeting 
of the union’s 36-man executive 
board which assembled to lay 
the groundwork for the biennial 
convention opening next Tuesday. 
About 3000 delegates represent- 
ing the union’s 1,100,000 mem- 
bers will attend the five-day con- 
clave. 

Murray said there were no im- 
mediate plans to resume negotia- 
tions with industry following col- 
lapse of talks at the White House 
Sunday.

Reduction in Defense Support. 

“Reductions in defense support 
would have a peculiarly adverse 
effect, since available production 
facilities in Europe could not be 
put to use for lack of a critical 
fraction of their raw materials 
and other requirements. This 
would mean of course that nations 
depending upon receipt of sched- 
uled end items or materials could 
not make :aaximum ‘use of avail- 
able manpower, manufacturing 
facilities and training installa- 
tions.

Heading the’ opposition to the 
bill, Chairman Celler (Dem.), New 
York, of the Judiciary committee 
told the House yesterday consum- 
ers suffer in the long run because 
they pay higher prices than might 
be charged otherwise. 

He cited a list of trade-marked 
articles which sell cheaper in the 
District of Columbia, where there 
is no “fair trade” law, than in 
nearby Virginia and. Maryland, 
which have such laws. 

“It’s legalized price-fixing,” 
Celler said. “It’s not fair trade, 
but a plan to extort a billion dol- 
lars a year from the American 
people.”

NEW. YORK, May 8 (AP) — 
Bookie Harry Gross, who has in- 
volved former top city officials 
in his multi-million-dollar book- 
making business, testified today 
that William Whalen, former 
chief of detectives of the New 


York Police Department had been 
on his payroll. 

Gross said Whalen went on his 
payroll right after he became an 
inspector, at which time Gross 
gave him a dinner and an expens- 
ive watch. 

Gross took the stand for the 
second day in the police depart- 
mental trial of five officers ac- 
cused of lying about their rela- 
tions with him. Before Gross 
took the stand, a defense lawyer 
tried in vain to get an adjourn- 
ment from Deputy Police Com- 
missioner Albert Delehanty. 


Five Seek to Retire. 


All five of the men on trial 
have filed for retirement this 
month and unless the case is com- 
pleted before the effective date of 
their retirement they cannot be 
punished by the Police Depart- 
ment. They face loss of pension 
rights in this trial. 

Yesterday Gross testified that 
James J. Moran shook him down 
for a $15,000 political contribu- 
tion in former Mayor William 
O’Dwyer’s 1949 campaign. 

Gross said that he bought two 
suits for Chief Inspector August 
Flath and gave him $200 at a din- 
ner in 1947. Flath, who retired 
last year along with Whalen, was 
in the department’s number two 
spot at the time—chief of staff. 

Testifying te the boldness of his 
operations, Gross said that one 
police inspector used to steal 
cards listing Gross’s phone num- 
bers from the files of the com- 
missioner of investigation, John 
M. Murtagh. 


Records Removed. 


When any of Gross’s men. got 
picked up by police the inspector 
said he would have the finger- 
print record showing his previous 
convictions taken out of police de- 
partment files so they would be 
brought up and charged as first 
offenders. 

Moran, long-time political crony | 
of O’Dwyer, is in prison on a 1242 
to 28 year sentence for master- 
minding a $500,000-a-year fire- 
men’s shake-down racket when. he 
was first deputy fire commis- 
sioner. : 

Gross also testified he had “an | 
arrangement” with Inspector. Wil- | 
liam P. O’Brien whom O’Dwyer | 
later named police commissioner. 

The “arrangement,” Gross said, 
was for protection at the rate of 
“$50 or $100 for him (O’Brien), 
plus the regular amount for the 
spot.” 

Gross reputedly paid $1,000,000

O’Brien, asked for.comment on 
Gross’s testimony, declared: “He’s 
a liar. ... I don’t know him. I 
never saw him. I never met him.” 

O’Brien, now in private busi- 
ness, quit as police commissioner 
during the graft scandal which 
broke after Gross’s arrest. At 
the time of _ the 
O’Dwyer said “I believe Bill 
O’Brien is as honest a man as I 
have ever known.” 

O’Dwyer, now United States 
Ambassador to Mexico, said in 
Mexico City last night that he 
had “no comment.” 

The original departmental trial 
last November and the mass crim- 
inal trial of 18 alleged police 
grafters were wrecked when Gross 
‘refused to talk. 

He drew a five-year sentence 
for contempt of court, and later 
was sentenced to 12 years on 
bookmaking and conspiracy 
charges. 

The 36-year-old bookie, in the 
penitentiary since September, ap- 
parently hopes to win reduction 
of his sentence by testifying. 

As he opened up on the witness 
stand for the first time, he tossed 
into the trial record 115 police 
names, including top brass. 

Paid ‘Mayor’s Squad.” 


Gross said he paid “graft to 
members of the “Bals Squad,” 
which he ajso referred to as the 
Mayor’s squad. This was a super- 
secret police squad headed by 
Frank Bals for about four months 
in 1945-1946. 

Gross said he gave Moran a 
$5000 political contribution dur- 
ing O’Dwyer’s first mayorality 
campaign in 1945. The witness 
did not indicate whether the pay- 
ment was voluntary. 

In the 1949 campaign, Gross 
continued, Moran . demanded 
$1000 for each of the 27 horse 
betting rooms Gross was operat- 
ing.

noted that this was a statutory 
seizure, carried out under a num- 
ber of wartime laws, as contrast- 
ed to the current seizure of the 
steel industry under claimed “‘in- 
herent powers” of the President 
under the Constitution. 
Roosevelt ordered the truck 
lines seized when they were shut 
down. by a strike. The Govern- 
ment said the strike developed 
“because of the refusal of the 
carriers to grant a wage increase 
recommended by the War Labor 
Board.” 

The settlement now being made 
with the truckers ends eight 
years of controversy. 

The truck-owners contended 
they were entitled to damages 
arising from use of their equip- 
ment and from wage increases 
granted by the Government after 
seizure. 

Congress created the Motor 
Carrier Claims Commission in 
July 1948, to hear and determine 
what claims were allowable for 
the one-year Government posses- 
sion of the trucking equipment. 
The commission ruled the prop- 
erty had been properly taken over 
for public use, but that the own- 
ers were entitled to compensation, 
largely based on the rental value 
of their trucks. It said also the 
Government should sustain all 
losses from operations while it 
held the property and, in reverse, 
retain any profits which were 
made. , 

The commission originally 
worked out a damage-compensa- 
tion formula which would have 
cost the Government $25,000,000. 

The Justice Departmerit at- 
tempted to get a Supreme Court 
review on the formula, but the 
court refused to take the case. 

Later, the commission reviewed 
its own formula and decided on 
another method involving over- 
all recovery by the carriers of 
about $13,000,000. 

The companies, in order to wind 
up the matter, then offered to 
settle on a lesser basis, involving 
abofiit $8,500,000 and this has now 
been accepted by both sides.

U.S. Officials, Meanwhile, Weigh Alterna- 


tives in Event Foe Rejects What Appar- 
ently Is Final Allied Offer. 


By ELTON C. FAY 


WASHINGTON, May 8 (AP)— 
_An uncompromising announce- 
ment by President Truman that 
“this is our position” left the 
Asiatic Communists today with 
the choice of accepting what is 
apparently the final Allied arm- 
istice offer or continuing the Ko- 
rean war that has cost them much 
and gained little. 


While the Communists mulled 


over the declaration that the 


United Nations’ three-point pro- 
posal] must be accepted in en- 
tirety, military and diplomatic of- 
ficials here weighed the alterna- 
tives to be used if the offer is 
spurned. 


If the ‘Chinese and Korean 
Reds turn down the one-package 
proposal, including the point that 
there be no forced return of 
prisoners who don’t want to go 
back, the prospects for continued 
seemed uppermost. The 
course this war could take—more 
ome ats stalemate on the exist- 

ng battleline, a blockade of Red 
China’s ports, attacks on the 
China coast—figured in several 
alternatives ‘considered by the 
United,States and its allies. 

Talks With Russia Considered. 

The chance of a diplomatic ef- 
fort outside Korea to settle the 
dispute remained at least a pos- 
sibility. Deputy Defense Secre- 
tary William C. Foster was asked 
by reporters yesterday if direct 
negotiations with Russia had been 
considered. Foster replied that 
“every alternative has been con- 
sidered,” including that one. 

The single package proposal 
submitted by Gen, Matthew B. 
Ridgway’s negotiators at Panmun- 
jom and supported by the U.N. 
Allies contains these three points: 

1, “That there shall be no forced 
repatriation of prisoners of war— 
as the Communists have insisted” 
(the President’s summary of the 
point). A poll has shown that 
100,000 (62,000 of them soldiers) 
of the 173,000 prisoners would op- 
pose return to Communist hands. 
This was a bitter blow to Com- 
munist prestige. 

2. The United Nations will not 
insist on prohibiting reconstruc- 
tion or repair of airfields in Com- 
munist areas. 

3. The commission to supervise 
an armistice shall include two 
Communist satellite nations, Po- 
land and Czechoslovakia, and two 
chosen by the U.N., Sweden and 
Switzerland. 

“Will Not Buy an Armistice.” 

It was the first point that was 
at issue and it was that one over 
which the President was precise 
and adamant. He said “we will 
not buy_an armistice by turning 
over human oeings for slaughter 
or slavery.” 

Truman declared the U.N. had 
taken extreme care in separating 
the 100,000 prisoners who said 
they would oppose return from 
the 70,000 who wanted to go back, 
adding that the U.N. would agree 
to an impartial screening, after 


remaining issues cannot be re- 
solved separately. The United 
Nations Command proposal offers 
a just and a real opportunity ‘to 
resolve these three issues _to- 
gether and simultaneously. The 
three-point proposal is: 

“1, That there shall not be a 
forced repatriation of prisoners 
of war—as the Communists 
have insisted. 


“To agree to forced repatriation 
would be unthinkable. It would 
be repugnant to the fundamental 
‘moral and humanitarian princi- 
ples which underlie our action in 
Korea. To return these prisoners 
of war in our hands by force 
would result in misery and blood- 
shed to the eternal dishonor of 
the United States and of the 
United Nations. 


“We will not buy an armistice 
by turning over human beings for 
slaughter or slavery. 


“The United Nations Command 
has observed the most extreme 
care in separating those prison- 
ers who have said they would 
forcibly oppose return to -Com- 
munist control. We have offered 
to submit to an impartial re- 
screening—after an armistice—of 
those persons we would hold in 
our custody. 

“Nothing could be fairer. For 
the Communists to insist upon 
the forcible return to them of 
persons who wish to remain out 
of their control, is an amazing 
disclosure before the whole world 
of the operation of their system. 

“2. That the United Nations 
Command will not insist on 
prohibiting reconstruction or 
rehabilitation of air fields. 

“3. That the neutral nations 
supervisory commission should 
comprise representatives of 
four countries: Poland and 
Czechoslovakia chosen by the 
Communists, Sweden and 
Switzerland chosen by the 
United Nations Command, 

“The three parts of Gen. Ridg- 
way’s proposal are all parts of a 
whole, They must be considered 
as an entity—not piecemeal. Our 
agreement is contingent upon ac- 
ceptance of the whole proposal. 
This is our position. The Com- 
munists thus far have indicated 
only a willingness to withdraw 
their proposal that the U.S.S.R. 
be a member of the neutral in- 
spection commission. This spuri- 
ous issue was raised by them late 
in negotiations and its with- 
drawal is no real concession on 
their part. 

“The patience and understand- 
ing shown by Gen. Ridgway and 
the United Nations Command 
negotiators merit the highest 
praise. In spite of almost over- 
whelming provocation, they have 
made real progress in reaching 
agreement on many substantial 
terms for an armistice. Gen. 
Ridgway’s proposal offers a 
sound ang sensible way to settle 
the remaining issues all at once. 
It will have compelling appeal to 
those sincerely desiring peace.”

“I believe the American peo- 
ple approach must always be to 
weigh these questions in terms of 
the effects upon the security of 
the United States.

It is my understanding 
that our Mutual Security pro- 
gram was adopted because of a 
conviction that there is no ac- 
ceptable alternative. The devel- 
opment of collective -security 
through co-operation is obvious- 
ly more efficient and less costly 
than for any one country to at- 
tempt to achieve it alone. 

Stability Gradually _ Improving. 

“There can be little question 
but that our policy of aiding free 
nations in their own defense has 
been producing a gradually im- 
proving stability on the interna- 
tional scene. The situation is bet- 
ter than a year ago and the out- 
look for peace has improved 
markedly since the _ initial~ de- 
cision by the Congress more than 
two years ago to embark on a 
large scale military assistance pro- 
gram. 

“The degree of this progress 
is perhaps best reflected in the 
redoubled efforts now being ex- 
erted by the iron curtain world 
to weaken unity in the west and 
to block further constructive steps 
such as those relating to the Eu- 
ropean defense force and the in- 
tegration of Germany into the 
Western European complex. 

“In the SHAPE annual report 
submitted about a month ago, we 
reviewed progress achieved in the 
European region well into 1952. If 
we are to achieve comparable and 
greater progress here during the 
remainder of this year and in 
1953, it is manifest that unflag- 
ging joint efforts are required, 
and that the programs of aid in 
military end items and defense 
support must be buttressed by 
sufficient appropriations to enable 
the recommended buildup to go 
forward. 

The Ultimate Aim. 

“My final observation is that 
America, in partenrship with oth- 
ers, is participating in a program 
that has the ultimate aim of se- 
curity and peace. Attainment of 
this goal remains necessary re- 
gardliess of the exact speed of 
progress in any one fiscal year 
period. My own belief is that 
this purpose will become more 
expensive if it is unnecessarily 
postponed, dragged out and de- 
layed. It seems to me to be in 
America’s interest to attain as 
quickly as possible a satisfactory 
posture of defense in the free 
world so as to relieve us of the 
necessity of further buildup and 
place us substantially on a main- 
tenance basis. 

“The foregoing statement is for 
such use, public or private, as 
you may deem desirable.”

Dulles, the author of the Japan- | 
ese peace treaty, conferred twice | 
in Paris with Gen: Dwight D. | 
Eisenhower. He said the confer- | 
ence chiefly concerned affairs in 
the Far East. 2 
Dulles, close friend of Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey,-who is back- 
ing Eisenhower for the Republi- 
can presidential nomination, was 
quoted as saying at Shannon air- 
port, “There seems no doubt that 
Gen. Eisenhower will berelected.” 
But when reporters asked him 
at Idlewild airport here whether 


he thought Eisenhower would be | 


elected, if nominated by the 
G.O.P., Dulles replied: “I have no 


idea.” 

A dispatch from Shannon sajf | 
Dulles indicated he considered | 
himself the “obvious” choice as 
next Secretary of State, although | 
he was not counting on getting | 
the appointment. 


The Shannon story carried by 
the Associated Press quoted | 
Dulles as saying: “But when it | 
comes to Secretary of State, there 
are often factors which decide 
against the most obvious person. 
Sometimes the post has to be 
filled by one who will form a 
bridge between the President and 
certain political sections. I would 
be the last to say I am a certain- 
ty for the post of Secretary of 
State.” 

Asked at Idlewild to elaborate, 
Dulles said one of the plane pas- 
sengers, in the presence of an 
Irish newspaper man, “jokingly 
remarked that I- might be the 
next Secretary of State.”

Judge Moore, in his recent 
commendatory remarks to the 
jury, took occasion at the same 
time to repeat his extreme dis- 
satisfaction with the lack of co- 
operation the jury got from other 
Government agencies. 


‘Lack of Zeal’ Charged. 
He said: “If from the beginning 
the officials of the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau and the Department 
of Justice whose duty it was to 
render aid and assistance to you 
in your labors had been zealous 
in the faithful discharge of their 
duties, more could doubtless have 
been accomplished, and what has 
been done might have been more 
quickly accomplished; but your 
efforts were hampered by the lack 
of zeal and the obstructionary 
tactics of some officials. 

“Your experience is an example 


nationally featured .. . 


of what we have to contend with. 
However, a great deal has been 
accomplished and the spotlight 
has been turned on the situation, 
so that conditions that have ex- 
isted may be corrected.” 

This was not the first time 
Moore had talked to the jury 
along this line. As long ago as 
March 1, 1951, he ordered the 
jury to determine why there had 
been no prosecution of certain 
tax cases, after prosecution had 
been recommended by investi- 
gators. 

Denmand for Investigation. 
Then on the following April 30 
he delivered a blistering charge 
to the jurors calling for a sweep- 
ing investigation of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau and telling them 
exactly how to go about it. He 
suggested that an earlier partial 
report by the jury, vindicating 
bureau personnel, did not repre- 
sent the jurors’ own views. 
Asserting his belief in the in- 
tegrity of the jury, he said: 

“It is my belief that the fault 
lay in the fact that you needed 
sympathetic guidance and you did 
not get it. You are your own 
masters and the United States At- 
torney and his staff are your 
servants. Don’t let them under- 
take to direct you ... and don’t 
let anyone, whatever his interest, 
thwart the effort to have a thor- 
ough and searching investigation 
as directed by this court.” 

It was then that things began 
to happen in the jury room. A 
staff of special assistant attorneys 
general from Washington turned 
up, mysterious individuals with 
bulging brief cases came and went 
through the jury room door and 
Judge Moore ordered a special 
deputy marshal assigned to keep 
unauthorized persons out of the 


m. 
Talk With McGrath. 

Not until October did Judge 
Moore tell how he had talked 
personally by telephone with then 
Attorney General J. Howard Mc- 
Grath the preceding February, 
demanding an investigation of 
Finnegan. Failure of this and 
other efforts to bring results led 
to the judge’s charge to the jury. 
Finnegan’s indictment was 
voted Oct. 11 and the number of 
indictments for income tax eva- 
sion steadily grew. Lee B. Schu- 
macher of Kirkwood, a metallur- 
gist, was charged with perjury 
and obstruction of justice last 
Feb. 26 in connection with the 
investigation of Finnegan's office.

Charges Investigated. 

Elis testified as the committee 
began digging into charges by the 
GAO that “questionable trans- 
actions” in 1949 enabled Cargill 
to “make an excessive profit” on 
wheat sales to the Government. 
At the same time, the GAO said, 
actions of the CCC “dissipated” 
$500,000 to $1,000,000 of the tax- 
payers’ money. 

Ellis and Frank H. Weitzel, as- 
sistant to the comptroller-general, 
explained how the Government 
bought wheat from Cargill in 
February and March of 1949 but 
allowed the firm, to deliver later 
In that way, Cargill 
“had a perfect hedge,” Ellis said, 
and could deliver cheaper wheat 
than it had sold. 

He said the “perfect hedge” en- 


abled them to buy the wheat-for 


actual delivery later “at a much 
lower price.” 
Office ‘On Its Toes.’ 

Ellis said the Minneapolis of- 
fice of the crop agency “appeared 
to be on its toes” and had notified 
Washington officials that “she- 
nanigans” were going on. The 
Minneapolis office was told to 
continue usual buying practices, 
he said. 

Ellis said the market could be 
“manipulated” during that period 
by traders because they knew 
CCC was in the market to buy 
heavily. The crop - purchasing 
agency customarily made no pur- 
chases until the market had been 
open for an hour, he said. 

In that way, Ellis said, traders 
could send the price up by trad- 
ing during the first hour and sell 
to the Government at a higher 
price. 

At one stretch, he said, the 
price would go up as much as a 
cent per bushel a day. 

Estimate by Kem. 

Senator Kem (Rep.), Missouri, 
estimated that the Government 
could have lost a “maximum” of 
$250,000 through higher prices 
on the 25,000,000 bushels pur- 
chased in that period. 

Senator Aiken (Rep.), Vermont, 
said taxpayers may be taking a 
beating on the Government’s sur- 
plus bean storage program “as 
well as in some cases on cotton, 
rice and wheat.”

Terms of Program. 

Under the price support pro- 
gram, the Government can only 
enter a purchase agreement with 
a farmer or with a co-op holding 


the farmer’s grain and acting for | 


him. 

Cotter said, however, that a 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
report showed that 85 per cent 
of the rice bought from the Cali- 
fornia association had been ob- 
tained from commercial mills 
and therefore was ineligible for 
price support. 

Senator Williams (Rep.), Dela- 
ware, said that a relative of a for- 
mer Department. of Agriculture 
official apparently made $23,000 
in a one-year stock transaction in- 
volving a firm doing business with 
the department.

First Real Close-In Air Defense | 


‘Nike’ Weapon. 


Other War ‘Birds’ Tested or Will Fly Soon 
— General U.S. Progress in Such Arms 
Overshadows Spectacular Succ ess of

ISTORIANS are quite likely 


| ‘ WASHINGTON. 
to hold that this year’s most sig- 


nificant military advance, surpassing even the scheduled explo- 
sion of the first hydrogen bomb, was the obscure testing of ‘an 


ebscurely named guided missile. 


The missile, called “Nike” for 


the Greek Goddess of Victory, is a fully guided, supersonic rocket 


‘developed by the Army. 


In an impressive number of 
tests, it had achieved -100 per 
cent destruction of drone-operat- 
ed B-17s flying at maximum speed 
at. 35,000 feet. Because of this 
showing, Nike has already been 
ordered into quantity production. 
| When-~ available in quantity, 
Nike will give our great cities 
and critical industrial installations 
their first effective “point de- 
fense,” which is technician’s lan- 
guage for' close-in air defense; 
but even this long forward step 
is only a fragment, so to speak, 
of the revolutionary meaning of 
the Nike tests. 

Difficult Problems. 

In brief, the guided missile art 
consists in solving an interrelat- 
ed group of difficult problems, 
involved in buyjilding, propelling, 
stabilizing and guiding any mis- 
sile in flight. 

Each “family of ‘birds,” as the 
initiates call the types of guided 
missiles, of course presents its 
own family problems. In missiles 
of great range, for instance, it is 
necessary to overcome gyroscopic 
precession—the tendency. of gyro- 
scopes to get out of whack be- 
cause of prolonged friction be- 
tween their parts. 

“If the gyros precess, the birds 
lose stability and can’t fly,” is 
the way the practitioners of the 
art put it. 

For all the bird families, how- 
ever, the ‘really basic problems 
are similar or closely comparable. 
The Nike success therefore sug- 
gests that birds of other families 
either have flown or will short- 
ly fly. 

It can be stated, on highest au- 
thority, that this is the case. From 
the standpoint of America’s air 
defense, this general progress of 
our guided missile development 
is more important than the sin- 
gle success of Nike. 

This is true, because a fully 
effective air defense now re- 
quires an elaborate weapons sys- 
tem, including at least two guid- 
ed missiles besides Nike, as well 
as many other essential parts. 

Defense Requirements. 

Early warning radar must re- 
veal the enemy’s first approach. 
Radar-directed fighters must in- 
tercept the enemy while he is 
still in the outer approaches. For 
accuracy of destruction, the 
fighter interceptors must fire air- 
to-air guided missiles able to 
seek the enemy in flight. An in- 
escapable continent-wide warn- 
ing net must await the enemy 
who evades the fighters’ on- 
slaught. Missiles of considerable: 
size and range must be guided by 
the warning net, to strike down 
the enemy flying toward his tar- 
get. And finally, the point de- 
fenses, which Nike will afford, 
must ‘destroy any enemy plane 
outer gauntlets. 

uch are the fantastic require- 
ments of a true air defense now- 
adays. Nothing less will-give rea- 
sonable security against air at- 


tack with atomic weapons, when 
all may be lost if half the en- 
emy planes get through. And no 
such defense was even remotely 
practical; until the doors of a 
‘new era began to open this year. 

The air-to-air guided missile, 
needed to assure maximum kills 
by fighter-interceptor aircraft, is 
not quite so far forward as Nike. 
Neither is the larger, longer 
range missile needed to trans- 
form the continental area into one 
huge hornet’s nest. Yet, Air Force 
and Navy efforts to build these 
missiles give the greatest prom- 
ise, 

Tests by End of Year. 

According to responsible in- 
formants, prototypes of all the 
different birds needed for air de- 
fense should be _ satisfactorily 
tested before the year’s end. 

Furthermore, the other missing 
parts of a modern air defense 
system have been, are being, or 
can be provided. The all-weather 
fighter-interceptor now in use, 
the F-96, is unsatisfactory, but 
there are great hopes for the 
newer F-89. 

The continental radar warning 
net is on its way to completion. 
For the really early warning 
which the continental net cannot 
give, there is the combination of 
radar picket ships and, still more 
important, air-borne early warn- 
ing. Convair aircraft, equipped 
with warning devices, designed to 
fly continuous patrols at the ex- 
treme limit of the outer ap- 
proaches, are included in the Air 
Force budget which Congress is 
currently hacking to death. 

In theory, then, the job of air 
defense against atomic attack can 
now be done, although it will take 
a long time to do it. To this, how- 
ever, three warnings must be 
added. 

Complete System Needed. 

First, no single wonder-weapon 


will do the air defense job. Nike, 
for instance, with its short range, 
cannot knock down bombers fir- 
ing ground-to-air guided missiles 
against ‘their targets, which is the 
offensive technique of the future. 
It is also questionable whether 
Nike can hit these much smaller, 
far speedier ground-to-air mis- 
siles as well as it has hit the lum- 
bering B-17s. Everything depends, 
therefore, on having the .whole 
weapons-system. 

Second, there is the widest gap 
between probable performance in 
a combat emergency and per- 
formance in carefully prepared 
test flights like those in which 
Nike has shown up so well. Even 
with the complete weapons-sys- 
tem, there will be no complete 
security—hardly enough security, 
in fact, to let us sleep at night, 
and certainly not enough to justi- 
fy abandoning the balanced de- 
fense effort because of our new 
air defenses. 

Third, creating |these new air 
defenses will impose great addi- 
tional burdens.

FRENCH REDS ORDER PROTESTS

PARIS, May 8 (AP) — The 
French Communist party issued 
orders today to Communists 
throughout the nation to organize 
protest demonstrations against 
Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, who is

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


According to William Hillman’s book, 
now appearing in the Post-Dispatch, 
“Mr. President” left New York on the 
night of March 30, 1918, on the George 
Washington and landed in Brest, France, 
April 13, 1918. 

By an odd coincidence I went over 
on the same convoy. As I remember 
there was the Washington, which the 
future President sailed on; the Lincoln, 
which yours truly boarded, and the Po- 
cahontas, the Agamemnon, two more 
troopships and a battle cruiser. 

As Mr. Truman says, we left New 
York March 30, 1918, and by another 
odd coincidence ‘the next day was Easter 
Sunday. On the Lincoln, we had beans 
for breakfast and I have no doubt but 
that the future President had the same. 

I wonder if Lt. Truman remembers 
the afternoon when a German subma- 
rine, evidently on the prowl, came up 
in about the middle of the convoy? 

Needless to say it got a hot recep- 
tion. But whether it was hit or not, no 
one, seemed to know. 

I wonder, too, if that same lieuten- 
ant had that same sinking feeling in the 
pit of his stomach that so many ef us 
had when the battle cruiser escorting 
us turned around about sundown one 
evening when we were almost there 
and headed for home? - 

The President is quite a historian. I 
wonder if he knew.then (or knows now) 
that many, many years earlier, a French 
division left the Pontenezan Barracks at 
Lambezelli, near Brest, where all of us 
stayed a few days after we landed—and 
that it marched down the same old cob- 
ble-stones to the Brest harbor that we 
marched up and that it left there for 
Canada, where it played a part in some 
of the wars of the New World.

Some defended the Presi- 
dent’s seizure, claiming he has an inher- 
ent power to do so. 

There then follows the suggestion that 
Congress should set up the machinery. 
which the President should use before 
making any such seizure. 

I am not an expert on constitutional 
law, but it seems fundamental to me 
that if the Supreme Court rules that 
President Truman has the inherent pow- 
er to seize the steel mills under the 
Constitution, then only a constitutional 
amendment can deprive him of those 


powers. 

It follows that President Truman or 
any of his successors in office coul 
ignore the congressional machinery 
which might be set up, and therein lies 
the danger. 

A few weeks ago the “liberal” press 
denounced the efforts of Congress to 
prevent the teaching and advocacy of 
the violent overthrow of the Govern- 
ment. This, they claimed; was a serious 
encroachment on our freedom. 

But now these same self-styled “lib- 
erals” are quick to champion the claim 
of the Government that the President 
ean seize a private industry, and set 
profits and wages at any rate he 
chooses, during an emergency which he 
decides exists and no court can prevent 
it. 


Of course there is no deprivation of 
freedom here. Consistency thou art a 
jewel!

' President Truman’s statement on the Korean 
truce talks, the most extended he has ever 
issued, is an admirable summary of the U.N. 
position. It is a position which the American 
people can fully support even though the Com- 
munists make of it an excuse for a complete 
breakdown in armistice negotiations. 

What Mr. Truman said in éssence is that the 
U.N. has made a final offer and that it is a fair 
offer. 
disposed of by the truce teams after nearly two 
years of war and close to a year of fitful peace 
meetings first at Kaesong and then at Pan- 
munjom. 

Only one of the three points in the final U.N. 
offer is actually now at issue—the prisoner ex- 
change. The U.N. withdraws its objection to 
airfield reconstruction and rehabilitation during 
atruce.

As for the prisoner issue, here there can be 
no compromising.

the agency to force them back. 
ae . ” 

President Truman says why in words that the 
Communist propaganda radio stations should 
broadcast but obviously will not: 

To agree to forced repatriation would be 
unthinkable. It would be repugnant to the 
fundamental moral and humanitarian prin- 
ciples which underlie our action in Korea. 
To return these prisoners of war in our 
hands by force would result in misery and 
bloodshed to the eternal dishonor of the 
United States and the United Nations. We 
will not buy an armistice by turning over 
human beings for slaughter or slavery. 

One of the matters to which Gen. Ridgway has 
given closest attention is the.separation of pris- 
oners in U.N. hands who wish to be returned 
from those who do not wish to be. To make 
sure that no prisoner is held against his desire 
to be returned, the U.N. offers to conduct an 
impartial re-screening after a truce is agreed to. 


This is entirely fair and even the Communists, 
with their warped measure of values, must know 
it. When they oppose a plan so fair to them, 
they do in fact, as Mr. Truman says, engage in 
an “amazing disclosure before the whole world 
of the operation of their system.”

The choice rests on those who sent armed ag- 
gressors over the thirty-eighth parallel two years 
ago next month. If they want peace as they 
profess, they will agree to the U.N.’s final pro- 
posal. If they do not, they call for a full-scale 
resumption of the war. 

Even as they were delaying again, the United 
States Fifth Air Force threw the heaviest bombing 
attack of the war on the major Communist sup- 
ply base at Suan, near the Red Korean capital 
of Pyongyang. After a day-long attack by 
bombers and fighter jets the supply center was 
a mass of flames and smoke. 


Coincidentally, Gen. Mark W. Clark, successor 
to Gen. Ridgway as U.N. commander, arrived 
in the combat zone. The record of Gen. Clark 
in Italy in World War I is enough to alert 
the Communists as to what to expect if they 
renew all-out ground fighting. 

It is up to the Communists in Korea or China 
or wherever else their orders originate. The 
U.N. peoples want peace, but they do not want 
it so much that they will repudiate the sacrifice 
of young men of many countries who have with 
their lives established the fact that armed aggres- 
sion does not pay. 


More Than a Hint 
Did J. Howard McGrath know Newbold Mor- 
ris was himself subject to investigation when 
named corruption investigator? More than a hint 
that former Attorney General McGrath did know 
this has been given to a House sub-committee. 
McGrath has said he did not know Morris’s 


‘connection with a surplus tanker. deal was under 


inquiry last Feb. 1. That was when McGrath 
hired Morris to look into corruption. But com- 
mittee testimony indicates the tanker case was 
referred to the Justice Department long before 
Morris got his short-lived appointment. 

Peyton Ford, former Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral, and James McInerney, Assistant Attorney 
General, both testified they had known about 
the tanker investigation. Secretary of Commerce 
Sawyer referred the case to the Justice Depart- 
ment. His letter did not mention Morris, but an 
accompanying report of a maritime official did— 
in fact, it mentioned him 14 times in 60 pages. 

If McGrath actually did not know this, then 
he was peculiarly unaware of what was going 
on in his department, and almightily careless in 
investigating Morris before appointing him. 

Otherwise, the appointment could hardly have 
been made in good faith. For when an agency 
which is to be investigated not only appoints a 
man to investigate itself, but appoints one who 
is subject to its own investigation, the opportu- 
nity for squelching or rigging his inquiry is plain. 

J. Howard McGrath ought to be called to ac- 
count. More and more doubt has been cast on 
his record and the Justice Department concern- 
ing the investigator who was never allowed to 
investigate. 
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No Powers for WSB? 


Whatever one may think of the Wage Stabili- 
zation Board’s recommendations in the steel 
case, Chairman Feinsinger’s warning against 
hasty congressional action to curb WSB powers 
carries great weight. Mr. Feinsinger says such 
action might result in a rash of strikes and in- 
dustrial unrest. 

It may be said that a certain degree of unrest 
has managed to manifest itself even with the 
WSB in its present status. But that is no reason 
to invite still more by depriving the board of its 
power to recommerd settlements in major dis- 
putes. So long as the Government is a party to 
these disputes, as it is during the stabilization 
program, it should have the power to suggest 
wage settlements. 

Whether that power should extend to s0- 
called non-economic issues, such as the union 
shop, must be seriously questioned. Even the 
War Labor Board, whose authority covered a 
broader field than wage stabilization, never 
recommended the union shop. It did support 
maintenance of membership agreements, but 
held that the union shop was a matter which 
could only be equitably settled by collective 
bargaining. The main business of the WSB is 
wage stabilization and it should stick to that 
field as closely as possible. 

Mr. Feinsinger favors continuing the tripartite 
character of the board, on the ground that only 
such a board can enlist the support of manage- 
ment and labor? His own account of how the 
board reached its steel decision, however, makes 
it plain that the issues were not settled strictly 
on their merits.

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Old Grab in New Cat 


_ The compromise bill on offshore oil which 


House and Senate conferees have agreed upon 
is the same old grab in new garb. 

It is an attempt to arrogate to California, Texas 
and Louisiana, and perhaps a few other states, a 
vast national resource which is‘ under. the domin- 
ion of the government of all 48 states. ‘If the 
offshore oil bill is passed again in its present 
form, it will simply have to be vetoed again by 
President Truman as it was six years ago. 

The bill purports to give the coastal states 
clear title to underseas lands for a distance of 
three miles from shore, omitting claims in the 
continental shelf still farther out. This is title 
which the United States Supreme Court, in its 


decision in 1947 in the California case, declared 


not even the sovereign government of the Unit- 
ed States possesses. 8 

The relationship of the government to the 
three-mile belt, the court said, is not that of 
ownership but of dominion, and dominion is an 
adjunct of national sovereignty. 

For Congress to give away what it has never 
owned would be a dubious enough . procedure, 
and even if it were not dubious it would be folly. 
Once the oil companies and their political allies 
had whittled away three rich miles of national 
kovereignty, does anyone think they would stop 
there? 

Louisiana claims the Gulf of Mexico 27 miles 
out..Texas claims it as far out as the continental] 
shelf goes, wherever that is. In some places in 
the Gulf it extends 200 miles from our coasts. 
Along the Atlantic it extends as far as 250 miles, 
and off Alaska the shelf reaches almost as far 
as the Aleutian Islands. 

Congress will do better to wake up to its obli- 
gations to preserve the national domain and the 
resources of national defense. Will it actually 
again take the politically easiest way out of cur- 
rying favor with a few states and leave it to the 
President to look out after the interest of the 
nation? 
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Half Way ¢ on Merit 


The St. Louis County Council has just drafted 
an ordinance for a merit system, but it would 
apply only to about half of the county’s employes. 

Back in 1949 and 1950, the members of the 
Charter Commission wanted to put a merit plan 
in the new home rule charter. But they were 
afraid to disturb the patronage systems of the 
many county elective officials, and were afraid 
that these officers and their politically-appointed 
employes might oppose the charter. 

So the commission decided to require a merit 
system only in the four.departments under ap- 
pointive officials. These are the welfare, health, 
hospitals, and parks and recreation departments. 
All four already had rudimentary merit plans in 
effect. 

The charter requires the council to establish 
a full merit system for these departments by 
Nov. 1. It is unfortunate that the attempt to get 
county employes out of politics will be so lim- 
ited, but if the merit plan works well in the 
four departments, the county will have new rea- 
son to extend it to the other offices. 
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Senator Taft Counts 401 


Senator Taft claims he now has 401 delegates 
in the Republican convention, which would put 
him two-thirds of the way toward his goal, the 
603 votes needed to nominate. The Associated 
Press tabulation at the same time gave him 332 
delegates, a little better than half way to his 
goal. 

There is no point in trying to reconcile the 
arithmetic. Senator Taft’s obviously makes full 
allowance fer his rosiest hopes, whereas the As- 
sociated Press statisticians are no doubt dull fel- 
lows who just sit there looking at figures with 
cold and unimpassioned hearts. The best com- 
mentary on the discrepancy is that it was not so 
long ago that Senator Taft was claiming nomina- 
tion on the first ballot—in other words, 603 dele- 
gates or more. 

Taft may indeed come up with 400 votes on 
the first ballot, as he now thinks he will. But as 
an experienced politician he must know that 
there is nothing so unreliable in the field of sta- 
tistics as a presidential candidate with a pencil 
in his hand. 

The trouble is that the one vote from Arkan- 
sas, or the three from Pennsylvania, or the two 
from Louisiana, or many of the others which go 
into the hopeful tabulation can disintegrate rap- 
idly at the moment of greatest need. 

By and large, the problem is not to get dele- 
gates but to hold them. And, having got some 
and held some, the crucial problem then be- 
comes getting more. In this realm preconvention 
arithmetic offers little comfort. 
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The Browns, we understand, are even more 
optimistic than truce negotiators in Korea. 
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Smoke Elimination, Not Yet Perfect 

When there is a touch of smoke in the St. 
Louis air nowadays, the blame can generally be 
put on the Weather Man. The wind is from the 
east or atmospheric conditions are otherwise con- 
ducive to palls. But these do not come even close 
to rivalling the “midnight noons” of pre-smoke 
ordinance days. 


Thus Smoke Commissioner James H. Carter 
was able to point out that while the last heating 
season produced one heavy pall and seven mod- 
erate palls, a record worse than that of any of 
the three preceding years, the conditions were 
far from those under which St. Louisans used to 
suffer regularly. 

Much of the improvement is attributed to the 
use of oil and gas as fuels, to the use of me- 
chanical smoke-eliminating equipment and to 
the substitution of diesel engines for steam loco- 
motives. Industry especially is not the offender 
it used to be. 

It is fair to wonder, however, whether a little 
too much reliance is being put on mechanical 
devices for the automatic enforcement of the 
smoke ordinance. Might not conditions be even 
better if the Smoke Commissioner treated his 
office a little less as a “desk job?” Time was, 
for example, when with the co-operation of the 
Department of Weights and Measures every load 
of coal coming into the city was checked to make 
sure it complied with the law. Might not a little 
of the rigorous enforcement of the early smoke 


ordinance days bring conditions even nearer to- 


perfection?

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Smog: What Do We Breathe?

Fast pace of cities creates new battle against polluted air; 125,000 
tons of exhaust’ gas go into Los Angeles air daily: 1800 tons of 
dirt per square mile fall on Baltimore each year; science has hard 
job of finding many tiny elements of smog in vast spaces. . 


A. M. Zarem and W. E. Rand in Scientific American 


A. M. Zarem is chairman of the National 
Air Pollution Symposium and director of 
the Los Angeles division of the Stanford 
Research Institute, of which W. E. Rand is 
assistant director. This institute has been 
commissioned to investigate Los Angeles 
smog by a committee of the Western Oil 
and Gas Association. 


Each day the average human adult eats 
two and three-quarters pounds of food, 
drinks four and a half pounds of water 
and breathes about 30 pounds of air. We 
are rather careful about what we eat and 
drink, but we give very’ little thought to 
what we take into our lungs. 

The smog disaster in Donora, Pa., ‘in 
1948 remindéd us acutely that air pollu- 
tion has become something to think about. 
We are beginning to realize that the murky 
air of our cities is not merely a nuisance 
but can be a serious threat to our health, 
and the smoke pouring from factory stacks, 
once a symbol of prosperity and industrial 
might, is no longer a pleasant sight. 


The Gigantic Job 


What can be done? Merely to find out 
what contaminants are in the air and how 
they affect our health is a gigantic job. 

As the industrial and chemical revolu- 
tion has advanced, the pollution of our at- 
mosphere has grown steadily worse. As 
early as 600 years ago the air in English 
towns had become so noxious that the 
burning of certain fuels was outlawed. 


Technicians have recently coined the 
word “smog” to describe the urban com- 
bination of smoke and fog. Today we have 
a vastly more complex mixture to worry 
about—not only smoke particles but an al- 
most infinite variety of chemical com- 
pounds in solid, liquid and gaseous form. 


The sources of air pollution are many. 
The burning of coal discharges into the air 
soot and fly ash, water vapor, carbon diox- 
ide, oxides of nitrogen, hydrocarbons, oxy- 
genated hydrocarbons and organic acids. 
In the Detroit-Windsor area, for example, 
it is estimated that the combustion of solid 
fuels alone annually releases into the air 


about 430,000 tons of sulfur dioxide. 


Liquid and gaseous fuels, though clean- 
er-burning than coal as far as soot is con- 
cerned, discharge all sorts of organic gases 
and vapors: methane, acetylene, aldehydes, 
phenols, ketones, ammonia and alcohols. 
As an indication of the size of this prob- 
lem, we can cite some rough estimates of 
the burning of liquid and gas fuels in the 
Los Angeles area. 


Tonnage of Bad Air 


There each day some two million auto- 
mobiles, busses and trucks burn a total of 
four million gallons of gasoline and oil, re- 
leasing nearly four billion cubic feet of 
exhaust! This means that more than 125.,- 


000 tons of contaminated air goes into the. 
‘atmosphere every day from this one source. 


Then we have the vast outpourings from 
industrial processing plants: chemical, 
metallurgical, petroleum refining, and so 
on. Large amounts of chemical vapors are 
also released into the air constantly by the 
evaporation of solvents, paints, varnishes, 
gasoline and other materials. And all these 
multitudes of substances may react with 
one another in the air, perhaps forming 


completely new compounds of unknown 


composition. 

Finally, we must take account of the 
natural dusts, pollen, crystals, aggregates 
and miscelkaneous particles in a wide as- 
sortment of sizes that are always in the 
atmosphere. 

The pollution problem has three phases. 
We need to find out (1) what substances 
are in the atmosphere, (2) in what quanti- 
ties, and (3) in what concentrations or 
forms they may be harmful to man and 
his food or other products. On all these 
our information is woefully sketchy. 

That the questions are very complicated 
is illustrated by the problem of solid par- 
ticles in the atmosphere. We know. that 
the amounts are large. One measure of 
the quantity of dirt in the air is the 
amount that-falls out of it. Sample meas- 
urements of the dust and soot fall have 
been made in several cities at various 
times during the past 20 years or so. 

In Grafton, W. Va., the annual rain of 
dirt was found to amount to 1876 tons 
per square mile! In Baltimore it was 1800 
tons; in Pittsburgh, 1031 tons; in Chicago, 
782 tons; in Cleveland, 780 tons; in De- 
troit, 678 tons; in Los Angeles, 332 tons. 

But the dust problem does not involve 

merely the particles that are large enough 
to settle to the ground. Much of the ma- 
terial in the air consists of particles so 
small that they remain permanently sus- 
pended as aerosols. 
. The human respiratory system filters 
out nearly 90 per cent of the larger parti- 
cles (over one five-thousandth of an inch 
in diameter). The smaller ones, however, 
particularly those less than 20 millionths 
of an inch in diameter, penetrate into our 
respiratory system; hence our “census” of 
the atmosphere must include measurement 
of the sizes of the various particles. 


How Much Is Unsafe? 


Our knowledge of human tolerances to 
the substances in the air is equally mea- 
ger. We know that some of them can af- 
fect us in extremely small amounts. For- 
maldehyde is irritating to the eyes in a 
concentration of one part per million. Our 
threshold for odor perception goes even 
lower: we can detect some chemicals in 
concentrations one part per billion. 

Fortunately it appears that no city at- 
mosphere, not even Donora’s, has yet 
reached unsafe levels of contamination. 
But as to the effects of the total content 
of the air, we are very much in the dark. 
We do know that some of the materials 
have caused damage to crops and livestock; 
hydrogen fluoride in a concentration of 
only one part pér 200 million, for example, 
damages some ‘plants after only a few 
hours of exposure. 

What is the oxidizing ingredient in 
smoggy air? Various possibilities have been 
suggested, but one stands out. On smoggy 
days the Los Angeles air has a heavy odor 
of ozone. Ozone, a strong oxidant, attacks 
rubber, and the fact that rubber products 
crack in an extraordinarily short time in 
Los Angeles gives weight to the idea that 
ozone is indeed the chief oxidant in smog. 

We shall need new measuring techniques 
and a great deal more technical informa- 
tion to solve the air pollution problent. It 
is clear that hardly a field of science will 
not somehow be touched and enriched by 
the inquiry.

Courts Beyond Pressure? 


They would learn, as Hitler and 
Tojo learned, that Americans 
swiftly close ranks in the face of 
external aggression. But in the 
midst of a third world war of in- 
definite duration and unlimited 
destruction that would be just a 
little late. 

One way, and one way only, 
seems to offer a hope of avert- 
ing compulsory arbitration. That 
is if both sides realize that only 
a reasonable attitude will bring 
a private compromise outside the 
framework of government au- 
thority. To sit down on an all- 
or-nothing base, in the hope of 
eventually winning the toss of the 
political coin, is to bring a fore- 
ordained result. 

The form this may take is un- 
predictable. In the Scandinavian 
countries disputes otherwise irre- 
concilable are settled in a system 
of labor courts. Those labor 
courts appear to have functioned 
satisfactorily. 

Whether a similar system would 
work here is a guess. The prob- 
lem would be to remove the 
judges as nearly as possible from 
the influence of pressure groups. 
That may be, on the face of it, 
impossible. 

Yet, one can conceive of a su- 
preme court of labor with author- 
ity to arbitrate the basic issues in 
labor disputes that are held to be 
related to the vital interests of 
the nation. In the effort to 


achieve a fair balance, such a 
court might he made up of three 


men. All three would be subjéct

The 
next question is bound to be: But 
how? At this point, if the bolder 
memoranda writers have their 
way, Eisenhower may come out 
with a new and constructive pro- 
posal. At just what stage this 
would be unveiled is at present 
anyone’s guess. 

On the crude level of politics 
here and now, the steel dispute is 
probably deceptive. Senator Rob- 
ert A. Taft with his customary 
forthrightness has joined in the 
demand for the impeachment of 
President Truman for seizing the 
steel industry. That is the posi- 
tion- of most leaders in the Taft 
wing of the party. 

But Republicans who think of 
themselves as realists believe that 
the steel controversy, far from 
helping Republican chances in 
November, may, in fact, harm 
them. Their reasoning is as fol- 
lows: Up until the now bitter 
quarrel over steel wages, organ- 
ized labor had begun to pull away 
somewhat from the long-time alle- 
giance to the Democratic party. 
Or at any rate, it appeared that 
the Democrats had little they 
could offer. 


Property vs. People. 


But now the issue is bound to 

be sharpened. However the con- 
stitutional issues may evolve, labor 
will see this as a contest between 
property and human beings. Be- 
neath the clamorous surface, with 
most of public opinion aligned 
against the President, this is how 
some observers appraise the net 
political effect. 
They may be wrong and a deep 
concern for the integrity of own- 
ership under the private enter- 
prise system may infuse the ranks 
of labor. 

One thing, however, is quite 
certain, and that is that this great 
issue of the uses and abuses of 
power cannot be evaded.

Demonstrations in Faculty 
Work in Science, Art Pre- 
sented at Dinner. 


Washington University’s  sus- 
taining associates, business and 
industrial leaders who have given 
the university about $1,700,000 
since 1940, saw last night some 


of the things their contributions 
support. 


Demonstrations of faculty work 
in science and art were presented 
at the University Club at an 
annual dinner honoring the 175 
donors, whose contributions were 
described as especially useful be- 
cause the gifts may be used 
wherever needed. 

Chancellor Arthur H. Compton 
discussed the part the faculty 
projects play in the university’s 
role in the community, and told 
of further needs. Exhibits cov- 
ered studies of germ-killing and 
light absorption, and the execu- 
tion of the $25,000 Tulsa (Okla.) 
bank mural by Fred Conway of 
the School of Fine Arts faculty. 

Friedlander bacilli, minute or- 
ganisms that cause pneumonia, 
were villains in a motion picture 
on the research of Dr. W. Barry 
Wood Jr., professor of internal 
medicine, who is studying the 
way white blood corpuscles engulf 
and destroy the germs. 

The bacilli, which surround 
themselves with an armor against 
attack, can be destroyed by white 
corpuscles working in teams to 
trap them, or by one persistent 
corpuscle which backs the in- 
truder against the solid surface 
of a lung wall, “‘much in the man- 
ner of a clever boxer maneuver- 
ing his opponent into the ropes,” 
commented Dr. Robert A. Moore, 
dean of the school of medicine, 
who presented the movie. 

Assistant Professor S. I. Weiss- 
man and Professor J. W. Kenneuy 
of the chemistry department pro- 
duced light where there seeming- 
ly was no light. They presented 
displays that illustrated the ca- 
pacity of some chemicals to ab- 
sorb and store light without emit- 
ting it, and the ability of other 
materials to throw out light with- 
out containing it. 

The business men looked at 
chemicals producing a mysterious 
green glow in a darkened room 
with no visible source of light. 

Problems faced in painting a 
mural for the First National Bank 
of Tulsa, Okla., were outlined by 
Conway. The painting depicts 
the opening of the Oklahoma ter- 
ritory. 

The mural, a mosaic from a dis- 
tance, resolves itself up close into 
many individual compositions, 
Conway said. Color slides showed 
the mural’s kaleidoscopic quality. 

Chancellor Compton told the 
associates the university will need 
an increase of 50 to 100 per cent 
in income from sources other than 
tuition in the next few years if it 
is to continue to grow and meet 
its responsibilities. He said the 
Korean war had caused an enroll- 
ment drop and a sharp increase 
in operating costs, so that $200,- 
000 in university reserves were 
used up last year. 

“A shortage of funds,” he said, 
“has made it impossible for us to 
make our educational program all 
that we know it should be.”

ART OF THE ORENT 
AT WASHINGTON U. 


Student Center Exhibit Re- 
flects Extremes of Sav- 
agery and Civilization. 


Extremes of savagery and civil- 
ization are reflected in “Art of 
the Orient,” a new loan exhibi- 
tion of ethnographic and artistic 
interest that has opened at the 
Washington University Student 
Center in Liggett Hall. 

The display, to which three 
major museums have contributed 
about 50 items, promises to be 
one of the most popular held thus 
far at the center. It will remain 
on public view through June 11. 

From Borneo, by way of Phila- 


vania Museum, comes an ethno- 
graphic high point—a kit with 
just about everything the well 
dressed head-hunter should re- 
e. 

The heavy, ornate beheading 
knife is accompanied by a deli- 
cate “prang ilang.” This is a 
long-handled scraping _instru- 
ment with which practitioners of 
the art cleaned heads the way 
American children convert pump- 
kins into Halloween jack-o’-lan- 
terns. 

Gentler customs find expres- 
sion in other objects. . There is, 
for instance, a carved jade ‘“‘fin- 
gering piece” which helped solve 
the Chinese esthete’s problem of 
what to do with his hands during 
polite conversations. The work 
of art, whose incised bats sym- 
bolize long life, belongs to Mrs. 
Evelyn J. Leatherbury ._of St. 
Louis. 

Only consummate craftsman- 
ship could have produced another 
fine piece—an exquisite Chinese 
cloisonne vase just three inches 
high, it was pointed out. in an 
interview by J. Edward Kidder, 
orientalist on the university fac- 
ulty. 

Here tiny gold floral decora- 
tions are set in panels of green, 
red and yellow enamel, each 
color being buffered to a dif- 
ferent level between partitioning 
ribbons of gold. This was lent 
by the Toledo (O.) Museum of 
Art, also the source of a modern 
Japanese woodblock print and 
stencils for dyeing fabrics. 

An outstanding work esthet- 
ically, Kidder said, is from Kan- 
sas City’s Nelson Gallery — a 
1500-year-old Chinese mirror, its 
back encrusted with Taoist dei- 
ties of animals and clouds. Chi- 
nese bronzes, weapons and hang- 
ing scrolls depicting landscapes 
are also borrowed from the Kan- 
sas City collection. 

University of Pennsylvania 
loans include examples of the 
Javanese batik, or dyed fabric; 
the kris with serpentine blade 
and richly carved hilt of wood or 
bone and sheaths of wood or 
beaten gold, and the Philippine 
wooden spoon decorated with a 
primitive spirit figure of the kind 
that has influenced modern Euro- 
pean painting. 

Kidder, who contributes a Chi- 
nese waterpipe, oriental fans and 
modern ceramics, has written a 
preface to the catalogue of the 
show. He sketches forces that 
have produced the almost un- 
changing art of the East and dis- 
cusses its “degrees of abstraction 
and non-representationalism” in 
such a way as to suggest a kin- 
ship with contemporary develop- 
ments in the West.—H.D.

New County Library and Office 
Open for Inspection May 25

The new $260,000, St. Louis 
County Library and administrative 


headquarters at 6814 Natural 
Bridge road, Beverly Hills, will be 
open for public inspection from 
2:20 to 5:30 p.m. on Sunday, May 
25, it was announced today. 

Stewart W. Smith, director, said 
all the library’s departments, 
which include a print shop, a 
bindery, a carpentry shop and an 
automobile shop for servicing the 
county’s nine bookmobiles, will be 
in operation. 

Purchased in 1950. 

The one-story, glass-front struc- 
ture was used as an automobile 
sales agency before it was pur- 
chased in 1950 for $137,500 and 
remodeled at a cost of $56,994. It 
has been in use as the county li- 
brary’s central headquarters since 
last June. 

Smith, who became the system’s 
first director in 1946, was trained 
at the universities of Wisconsin 
and Chicago. He said: “I believe 
this can be considered one of the 
most modern, unusual and inter- 
esting library operations in the 
country.” 

Some of the innovations at the 
new library have been put into 
use widely over the nation since 
they were originated here. For 
example, the agency invented the 
so-called ‘“audio-charge” system 
of recording transactions with 
borrowers and it was first to use 
addressograph machinery in cata- 
loging books. 

When a client takes out a book, 
the attendant simply picks up a 
microphone and speaks the neces- 
sary data into a voice-recording 
machine. The system saves much 
time, particularly when books are 
returned. 

Lending Department, 
The lending department, which | 
has walls of Cashmere blue and | 
is glass-enclosed on three sides, | 
occupies what was once an auto-| 
mobile showroom. Furniture is of | 
limed oak. Some bookcases are | 
lazy-S in design to avoid angu- 
larity, and the reading tables are | 
clover-shaped so that clients will | 
not have to sit opposite one an- 
other.

Kehoe is a former pro baseball 
player, Meisemann has gone away 
to play baseball; Bohfman and 
Muniz played pro soccer 10 years 
ago. The Simpkins club loses 
ex-baseball pros Frank Borghi, 
Harry Desmuke and John Galim- 
bertjgwhenever it enters an ama- 
teur soccer tourney. 

Pittsburgh clubs, not afflicted 
with this professional baseball 
ailment, remain just as strong for 
the Amateur as they are for the 
Open competition. 

That may explain, in some de- 


teams 


gree, the success of Pittsburgh 
in the Amateur tourna- 
ment. Through the 25 years of 
national competition, Pittsburgh 
teams have reached the final 17 
times, won the title four times; 
but in the Open tourney, Pitts- 
burgh clubs have gone to the 
final only four times, won the 
title twice. 

On the other hand, St. Louis 
teams have represented the west 
in the Open final 15 times since 
1920, have won the Cup seven 
times, tied once.

BERLIN, May 8 (AP)—East 
Germany's Communist govern- 
ment made new threats today to 
set up their own army—some- 
thing the West says they already 
have—if West Germany lines up 
with western defense. 

Prime Minister Otto Grotewohl 
telegraphed Soviet Prime Minis- 
ter Joseph Stalin that West Ger- 
many’s nearly-complete peace 
contract with the Western allies 
threatens civil war and the Soviet 
zone will arm to meet it. 
~ East German President Wil- 
helm Pieck said on May day that 


western signing of the peace con- 
tract—expected before the end of 
May—would compel the East to 
raise a defense force. Last night 
leaders of the East zone’s ruling 
Socialist Unity (Communist) party 
wired Stalin such an army, neces- 
sary for defense “against aggres- 
sion” would be raised. 
Nucleus Army. 

The western allies have said 
for months, however, that East 
Germany already has a trained 
nucleus army in its 50,000-man 
state police and 10,000-man sea 
police unit. 

The telegrams to Stalin were 
sent on the occasion of the an- 
niversary today of the Soviet con- 
quest of the Nazi armies. Grote- 
wohl’s said: 

“By signing of the general 
treaty (by Adenauer with the 
West), conditions are. to be 
created similar to Korea. A great 
danger of civil war between Ger- 
mans arises. If Adenauer intends 
to sign a treaty without the peo- 
ple, without the Parliament and 
without the parties, then he shall 
know that the (East) German 
democratic republic will under no 
circumstances accede without re- 
sisting this putsch and its conse- 
quences.” 

These moves came as Ade- 
nauer’s government and the West 
pushed ahead toward completion 
of the peace contract and com- 
panion plans for inclusion of Ger- 
man troops in the proposed six- 
nation European army. 

Last-Ditch Effort. 

Some western Allied circles 
here viewed the latest Red outcry 
as a last-ditch effort to split the 
ranks of the West Germans. Al- 
ready conservative factions in 
Adenauer’s government coalition 
have voiced opposition to the 
peace contract, contending it re- 
tains too many occupation con- 
trols on the Germans and that 
it might be considered an admis- 
sion that Germany is perma- 
nently split. Without the Con- 
servative backing, Adenauer’s 
dominant Christian Democrat 
party would be unable to win 
majority ratification of the con- 
tract in the West German Parlia- 
ment. 

Grotewohl’s Suiomeam to Stalin 
said East Germany would strive 
to retain what he called the free- 
doms of the Soviet system “rather 
than bow to the yoke of American 
imperialism.” 

East German sources said the 
Grotewohl government has fu 
power to establish an armed force 
without asking the state’s hand- 
picked parliament. They pointed 
out that Soviet approval for an 
army undoubtedly has been given 
in advance and the party and 
government have used the tech- 
nique of notifying: the Kremlin 
merely for propaganda purposes.

Fox was born in Hungary. He 
emigrated to the United States 
and became a $17-a-week pants 
presser on New York's drab lower 
east side. 

The refusal of his boss to give 
him a $3 pay rise started him on 
his fabulous movie career. He 
quit the ironing board and bought 
a rundown nickleodeon in Brook- 
lyn with his meager savings. 

$300,000,000 Value—On Paper. 

Twenty-five years later—at the 
height of the boom and just be- 
fore the depression—he was ruler 
of the cinema kingdom, president 
of corporations which produced 
films and operated theaters 
valued at more than $300,000,000 
—OoOn paper. 

At the peak of his career he 
was said to have carried more 
life insurance than any other man 
in the world at that time— 
$6,400,000. 

His contributions to charities 
were estimated at more than $5,- 
000,000. 

A huge network of corporations, 
companies‘and business concerns 
over which he presided touched 
all the operations of theater 
chains throughout the nation and 
even spread to England and the 
continent. 

He was still riding high when 
the stock market crash of 1929 
came. A few months later he 
lost his controlling interests in 
the Fox Films Corp. and the Fox 
Theaters Corp. and resigned as 
their head. 

During the next six years, he 
was involved in a welter of law 
suits. The Federal Government 
filed tax~ liens again him for 
more than $2,000,000; stockhold- 
ers sued; corporations filed ac- 
tions charging breaches of con- 
tract. Numerous judgments—some 
based on confessions of debt by 
Fox himself—were filed against 
him. 

Finally, after many of the ac- 
tions had been settled out of 
court, he underwent voluntary 
bankruptcy in Atlantic City, N.J., 
in 1936. Three years later, how- 
ever, when the receiver of the 
theaters chain filed a report, he 
included among the company’s} 
liabilities. an unsettled claim. by 
Fox for $7,186,647. 

The hardest blow was yet to 
fall. He was indicted in Phila- 
delphia with J. Warren Davis, a 
retired circuit court judge, and 
Morgan S. Kaufman, former east- 
ern Pennsylvania bankruptcy ref- 
eree. 

The Government charged that 
Fox gave Davis unsecured loans 
totaling $27,500 in the hope he| 
would receive favorable decisions 
in bankruptcy cases pending be- 
fore the then judge. Fox pleaded 
guilty, but the other defendants 
pleaded not guilty. 

The case was tried twice and 
the juries disagreed. Fox testified 
concerning the alleged deals and 
named Kaufman as the go-be- 
tween. After the second trial, 
charges against Davis and Kauf- 
man were dropped, but Fox was 
sentenced to serve a year and a 
day in prison. 

He served five months and 17 
days in federal prisons in 1943. 
Released on parole, he returned 
to New York. 

He had been living quietly at 
Foxhall, Woodmere, on Long 
Island. He is survived by his 
widow and two daughters.

He was subjected to a severe 
cross-examination by Laborites 
who demanded that the three 
Western powers agree to an im- 
mediate conference with Russia 
on the subject of all-German elec- 
tions before proceeding with the 
rearmament of Western Germany.

“Too Much of a Good Thing.” 


HE Greeks said, “Nothing in 

excess.” These words go all 

the way back to Anacharsis, 
600 years before Christ, and were 
repeated by most of the great fig- 
ures of classical antiquity. 

They were inscribed on the 
temple of Apollo at Delphi. The 
Romans turned them into a Latin 
Saying, and Englishmen had their 
own words for the idea of the 
happy medium, the realization 
that “the too constant use even 
of good things is hurtful.” The 
latter is a translation of a Latin 
writer of the first century B.C. 

With the Renaissance, the re- 
vived appreciation of Greek art 
and thought, the saying of the 
ancients found their way, in one 
form or another, into the romance 
languages, and eventually into 
English. That is y we find at- 
tributed to that great Renaissance 
man in England, William Shakes- 
peare, the origin of our modern 
quip that something is “Too much 
of a good thing!” 

Shakespeare did indeed have 
one of his characters say, in “As 
You Like It,” “Why, then, can 
one desire too much of a good 
thing?” 

However, the fact .that the clas- 
sical idea of moderation in all 
things had found its way into 
English before Shakespeare is 
manifest in this line by Chaucer:

Choosing Color by Weight

O BE skillful at color schem- 
ing, learn to choose color by 
weight’ Color definitely has 
weight in a room, and weight is 
important. 
For example, a room looks 
heavy at one end when furniture 


there is all dark against light | 


walls and on a light rug, while 
the furniture at the other end is 
all light. 

Bold, dense pattern in deep 
shades makes a sofa look bigger 
than light, airy pattern—and 
plain color to match walls cuts 
down the sofa size more. 

A chest may look bulky as a 
brunette but trim as a blonde 
against light or medium walls. 

A table may balance a big 
chair in a dark finish but look too 
frail in a light finish, and a small 
chair seems the right or the 
wrong size depending on how 
much its color contrasts with 
other colors in the room.

New Uniform for Deaconess Society | 


Identifying Garb Again Adopted by Members; bint re Dedicated to. Service Without Pay Check

HEIR black, beribboned bon- © 


nets and their long-sleeved, 
long-skirted dresses, designed 
for turn‘of-the-century modesty, 


disappeared long ago from the St. ° 


Louis scene. But the story of the 
deaconesses goes on. 

St. Louisans of a half-century 
ago could distinguish easily’ a 
member of the Deaconess Society 
by her somber habit of black 
dress, its hemline sweeping the 
ground, and her pillbox bonnet, 
tied beneath her chin with white 
flowing ribbons. But‘in 1919, as 
styles for women became more 
casual and less cumbersome, the 
society discarded the standard 
uniform and from that time until 
this spring members wore their 
own street clothes. 

Now, a new uniform has been 
prescribed and once again mem- 
bers of the order can be identified 
by their costume. It consists of 
black tailored dress of sheer wool, 
street length, with above-the- 
wrist cuffed sleeves and white 
pique collar. The hat is a soft 
brim felt with a small felt bow. 

Dedicated to service, working 
without benefit of pay check, the 
band of nurses and social service 
workers is continuing a program 
which had its roots in the early 
Christian church and a modern 
revival in nineteenth-century Ger- 
many. The movement spread to 
America in 1848 and four decades 
later was established in St. Louis 
by the Evangelical and Reformed 
Church. Deaconess Home and 
Hospital, 6150 Oakland avenue, 
is the mother house of this dis- 
trict which has the largest num- 
ber of deaconesses in the entire 
denomination. 

There were few hospitals in the 
city when the first deaconesses 
were consecrated in 1889, and the 
majority of the sick were cared 
for in their homes. Earlier, a 
minister of the Evangelical and 
Reformed Church had cited the 
need for more home nursing care, 
and after his death the program 
was established in a tiny house at 
2119 Eugenia street, back of the 
Union Station, with the minister’s 
widow and stepdaughter as the 
first deaconesses. One went out 
into the homes of the sick—charg- 
ing 50 cents for a 24-hour day— 
while the other maintained the 
home. Within three years the 
group had grown to 11, some of 
whom engaged in home nursing 
care for enough fees to maintain 
the charity work done by the 
others.

N 1906, a building for 100 pa- 
| tients was dedicated at 4125 

West Belle place, and 25 years 
later the present home and hos- 
pital, with a capacity of 250 beds, 
was built on Oakland avenue. Al- 
though the major emphasis in 
nursing care has switched from 
home to hospital, deaconesses 
have cared for well over 2000 pa- 
tients in their homes.

In the 
early days she did manual labor— 
scrubbing, cooking, laundry—as 
well as nursing. If she went into 
a home to care for a patient she 
was on 24-hour duty, grahbing a 
nap whenever she could. 


Her training consisted mostly of 
Bible study, German and English, 
with her medical education lim- 
ited to a two-hour lecture by a 
physician each week. Her classes 
started at 6:30 in the morning 
and ended at 9 o’clock at night

“The day the tornado hit St. 


Louis, I was downtown taking a 


state board examination, and 
couldn’t get out to the west end 
for hours. The water pipe burst, 
the kitchen was flooded and all 
the lights were out. 

“One nurse started toward her 
wardrobe to get a coat and the 
next thing she knew she was in 
the wardrobe, the door had 
slammed shut and the roof «had 
blown off. Another one started 
for the children’s ward as soon as 
the wind began to blow and she 
found that a heavy chandelier had 
fallen into the bed of one of the 
young patients who had been 
there several months. 

“She searched frantically for 
the little boy and found that an 
older nurse had walked through 
the room minutes before and 
when she heard the boy whim- 
pering had picked him up and 
carried him out of the room, 
saving his life.”

URSING care in the hospital 
Nes given almost entirely by 
deaconesses and deaconess stu- 
dents during the first 50 years of 


‘the hospital’s history. A school 


of nursing for lay students—in- 
cluding those of many different 
religious faiths—was established 
in February 1943, and lay students 
have been admitted regularly 
since then. A nurse may take her 
training at Deaconess and be on 
the staff of the hospital even 
though she is not a member of 
the Evangelical and Reformed 
Church @r consecrated in the 
Deaconess Society. 

From those two-hour weekly 
medical lectures, training has 
grown to include such specialized 
subjects as anatomy and physiol- 
ogy, diet therapy and communi- 
cable disease nursing. But re- 
ligion remains a major course, 
along with home nursing, the 
early-day emphasis in the So- 
ciety’s program. 

Importance of religion is indi- 
cated in the Society’s current 
bulletin: 

“There is no calling in which 
women find so much satisfac- 
tion. ‘Freely ye received, freely 
give’ is the motto of the deacon- 
esses through the ages. Christ 
Himself gave them their reward 
with the words, ‘Inasmuch as ye 
have done it unto one of the least 
of these my brethren, ye have 
done it unto Me.”

This was how the hand devel- 
oped in actual rubber bridge play: 


West decided that a lead from 
his diamond holding was certainly 
undesirable, and spades didn’t look 
any better, so he opened his top 
heart. The fact that this happened 
to be the three spot probably gave 
South the fixed idea that the lead 
was fourth highest, and nothing 
could shake’ this belief. South 
played low from dummy and East 
won with the queen. 


East, applying the Rule of 11, 
saw that the opening lead couldn’t 
be “honest”—if it had been, South 
could not have had any heart but 
the deuce- -so East shifted to dia- 
monds. South put in the nine and 
West won with the 10. West then 
led his remaining heart. 


South might have stopped to 
consider that West would not have 
led another heart if he had had 
the king, since East’s queen play 
at the first trick had marked 
South with the jack, but appar- 
ently South was intent on making 
several heart tricks. In any event, 
he ducked again in dun.my. That 
was his finish. East took the trick 
and his diamond return let West 
set the contract. 

It is pretty clear that South did 
not count either his sure winners 
or his possible losers in this hand. 
At the third trick, when West led 
the heart deuce, South should 
have seen that success was guar- 
anteed by putting up:the ace if 
West had the king or if he had 
led from a short suit. At least 
four club tricks would be there 
for the taking, along with four 
top spades, so South only needed 
one trick in hearts to round out 
the contract.
